The tank oapaoity of the new spraader has been Inore&sed two thirds to 
5,000 liters. 

The fuaX eystea for banting tha aatariala in tba tank has baan l^proTBd by 
adding ratfaotory-Xlnsd beating pipes and by ualng fnel jsta operating on 
solar oil. Tha jets are supplied with fuel by a fuel pusp putting out 75 
liters per hour at I,t00 ra'9olutlon8 par minute end with air by a Xccrtoohkin 
sTStam Bo 2 blower which puts out 58O oublo natere par ho'zr. 

The tank of the spreader vias stadr In alllptloal foxm of 3-Billlmetar 
sheet , steel. To nlnluiiaa heat loesae. tha tank vaa oorersd with a layer of 
Insulation, mads of 50 nlUlaatar-thl^ spun-glase aata.
